Wasuixoron,) April 10.—Miss Ada Sweet, 
who ia gicutto makea fight with the 
commissioner of pensions because he has asked 
her to resign, ig one of the most prominent ot 
dhe woman oilice- holders of the country. She is 
the only womans who has ever held s0 impor- 
tant oflicial position. She has had charge of 
ihe pension egency at Chicago for over ten 
years, and is about one-quarter way through 
snother term of four years. Wo- 
men have never risen to a _ higher 
grade in the official service than that of post- 
masters. Miss Sweet obtained her place

pstances. Thesalary of the position is $41,000

Ee ‘i 
The Condition of the Crops Throughout the 
Country, 

Washigcrox, April 10.—The retarns of 
April tothe department of agriculture indi- 
cate a reduction of over 10 per cent of last 
years area in winter wheat. The agggregate 
shortage amounts to 3,000,000 acres. A de- 
create is reported in every state except Oregon. 
It is 22 per cent in Kaneas and Virginia, 20 
in Mississippi, 15 in California, 14 in Ala- 
bame,12 in Tennessee, 11 in New York and 
North Carolina, 10 in Meryland and Texas, 8 
in New Jersey, West Virginia, Kentucky and 
Indieva, 7 in Georgia and Ohio, 6 in Pennsyl- 
vania éud Delaware, 5 in Michigan, 3 in Ar- 
kansas and 2 in South Carolina. ‘The present 
condition ot wheat, as reported, is ‘worse than 
‘in 1883. Itis 77 per cent against 96 last year 
and 80 in 1883. In 1881, the year of the lowest 
recent rate of yield, the condition April lst 
was 55, and serious loss was sustained after- 
wards. The real stafus of the crop will be 
better shown a month hence, when the vitality 
of the roots has been demonstrated.- On the 
present showing, the reduction of the yield on 
the basis of last year’s production promises to 
be nearly forty million bushels, on account of 
the reduced-area and more than sixty million 
from winter killing and low vitality. Whether 
the crop will exceed four bundred mitlion 
bushels or fall short of it, depends upon the 
reliability of the recent appearances, and on 
the future conditions affecting growth and 
ripening: Inthe Ohio valley it is scarcely in 
a medium condition. Damage by the heasian 
fly-was net severe, though worst in Indiana, 
Iilinois, Miseouri and Kansas, where injuries 
have-occuyred in three-tenths of the reported 
territory. The acreage of rye has been de- 
creased in about the same proportion as wheat, 
but he condition of thecrop is decidedly 
bettey, the average being 87 per cent.

An Interesting Point to be Decided, 

Wasuisoron, April 10.—The acting secre- 
tary of the treasury has referred tothe attor- 
ney general for his opinion, an iateresting 
question in regard to the duty on lithographic 
cards and chromos. The actof 1879, making 
sppropriations for the postal service, provides 
for the free entry of printed matter other than 
books, imported through the mails frem coun- 
tries in the postal union. Theact also defined 
what should be considered printed matter 
within the meaning of the law and litho- 
graphic cards and chromos were included in 
the list as exempt from duty. The tariff act 
of March 3d, 1883, however, fixed a duty of 
25 per cent advalorem of printed matter with- 
out regard to the manner of importation. The 
question is of the greatest importance to domoes- 
tic manufacturers, in view of the fact that these 
cards are now being imported into this coun- 
try through the mails freeof duty in large 
quantities, one dealer alone having recently 
received 5,000 Easter cards.

* The president to-day received the following 
telegram from General M. L. Barrillas, dated 
at La Libertad: 

“I have the henor to inform your excellency 
that. by the death of General Barrios, I have en- 
tered. accordivg to the constitution, upon the 
exercise of the duties of the president’s office, and 
have organizeda new cvbinet. The. attitude. of 
my government will be purely such as is required 
by the dignity and defense of the country.” 

Inquiring at the Central American legations 
here concerning General Barrillas, elicited tne 
information that he is a man of wealth, who 
is likely to be conservative in his policy, and 
that while he was a friend of Barrios, and fell 
in with him in his scheme fora union of the 
Central. American states, it if Uun- 
likely that he will care to 
carry on the war against the states of San Sal- 
vador, Costa Rica and Nicaragua, begun by 
Barrios. One reason given for this optaton is 
that General Barrilas was appointed to the oflice 
of vice-president, which he held when Barrios 
was president, and from which he now suc- 
ceeds.to Barrios’s place, by the assembly o!

WAITING FOR RUSSIA’S ANSWER 
TOENGLAND’S ULTIMATUM. 


Fhe Russian Government Diepesed to Stand by the 
Action of General Kameroff, While Stil] Wish- 
ing to Tteat for Poace—Bngland &tead- 
ily Preparing for War, Bic. 


Loxpox, April 10.—The morning press de- 
claree, without exceptions, that it is now im- 
perative upon England to fight unless Ruasia 
shall promptly recall General Komarofl and 
disown his action in attacking the Afghans on 
Kushk river. 

Rutsian egents in London have visited the 
offices of a number of steamship companies, 
aud made heavy bids for the purchase of their 
fast-going vessels. The extraordinary offers 
for the stesmers aroused the suspicions of the 
officers of the companies, who, upon inquiry, 
became convinced that if the vessels were sold 


they would be ueed by the Russian govern-. 


ment for war purposes, and so reported the 
facts to the Britich admiralty. It was stated 
at the foreign office this afternoon that Rusaia 
had not yet replied to the demand of England 
for full explanation respecting the Russian at- 
ack on the Afghans on Kushk river. 
RUSSIAN OPINION, 
The morning papers throughout Russia, 


with very few exceptions, in commenting on. 


the recent battle between tha Russians ani the 
Afghans on theKushk riverjare very bellicose 
in their utterances, and charge the eari of 
Dufferin, viceroy of India, and Sir Peter 
Lumsden, British commissioner, with 
provoking war. The Afghans, they say, also 
fully understood that Puli Khasti was Russian 
territory and would never/have attempted to 
advance their pickets to that point unless 
strongly urged to do so by'the British officials, 
The wer party fully indorses the assertions of 
‘these newspapers and are very pugnacious 
over the aflair. It is reported in Alexandria 
that the government has ordered the raising 
of an Egyptian army of 30,000 men. 

The Journal de St. Petersburg sees no reason 
for regarding war between Russia and Eng- 
land as inevitable, and expresses the hope that 
the battle on the Kushk will not interfere 
with the negotiations now in progress with 
England for an amicable settlement of the 
perplexing boundary question. The Journal 
is gled to hear that the British officers, who 
were at the scene of the battle, reached tne 
Afghan territory in safety, 

MR. GLADSTONE’S STATEMENT. 

In the house of commons to-day Mr. Glad- 
stone said areply was received from Russia 
last night. This stated that Ruasia had already 
asked General Komaroff to explain his con- 
ductin attacking the Afghans at Penjdeh. 
Mr. Gladstone added that the Russians do not 
occupy Penjdeh, and that Kussia had not yet 
received Gereral Komarofi’s explanation. in 
regard to the question of the present occupa- 
tion of Penideh, Mr. Gladstone’ stated that he 
bed been in communication upe6n this subject 
with Sir Edward Thornton, British ambassa- 
dor at St. Petersburg, and thet the latter had 
informed bim that the Russians do not occupy 
Penjdeh, but have retired to the positions 
they occupied before the battle with the 
A fghane. 

The leeding officials atithe Woolwich arsenal! 
have been summoned to the war oflice to at- 
tend the conference upon the question oi the 
dispatch of wer material to India.

It is reported in Alexandria that the British 
government has arranged,in the event of 
war with Russia, tohavethe troops now op- 
erating in the Soudan sent to Gallipoli, 
at the entrance ofthe sea of Mormora, and 
have their places taken by Turkish soldiers. 

Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, under foreign 
secretary, stated that England had denied 
that the French had the right, as they claim- 
ed, to search {for contraband of war neutral 
veseels bound for Hong Koog. The question 
hed been referred to the crown lawyers. 

In London and on the continent the bourses 
developed a more cheerful tone to day, and 
prices recovered, owing to the belief that Rus- 
sia would succeed in making an explanation 
of the Penjdeh affair that would be satistac- 
tory to England.

LORD DUFFERIN’S ADVICE. 
Lord Dufferin, after consultation with the 


smeer, urgesthe government to order an im- 
mediate advance of the troops into Afghanis- 
tan. Tho ameer kas sent couriers with orders 
to the Afghan chiefs to meet him at Cabul, for 
the purpose of holding awar durban. Letters 
from St, Petersburg, mailed at Borlin, 
in order to secure Russian censurship, charge 
the Russian minister of war with having sent 
orders to General Komaroff, at about the end 
of February, to bring ow a conflict with the 
Afghans, sud states that General Komarofl 
started from Merv with reinforcements for 
Pul-i. Khisti, and took advantage of this op- 
portunity to make the attack. : 

The tories ridicule Russia’s reply to Eng- 
lond’s dernand for an explanation of General 
Komarofi’s attack upon the Afghans. They 
argue that it will be impossible to receive Gen- 
eral Komaroff% defense within less than six- 
teen days, and that Russia will occupy that 
interval, as she has o¢cupied the ‘past seven 
mouths, in reinforcing her army and strength- 
eping her positions on the Afghan frontier. 

War preparations in all departments of the 
military and naval service continue witd ua- 
abated vigor. | 

The Daily News, this morning, says that 
the Jatest advices from St. Petersburg are o! a 
reassuring nature, and justify the belief that 
peace will be maintained. The English gov- 
ernment hes, however, decided to prepare for 
war with increased energy. In an editorial 
article on the situation, the News says: 

“T? General Komaroff’s action was part of the 
policy of the Russian government, it is useless to 
think ofCelaying war. It will be difficult to deal 
with a government whose generals. have a trick of 
ignoring instructions. While hoping for the beso. 
it is peeessary to prepare for the worst.”’ : 

The news of the battle between the Russians 
and Afghans was received by the ameer quiet- 
Iv. He has long been convinced that Kussia 
means to advance to Herat. One handred 
tops of supplies have been going through Bolan 
pass daily. Orders have vow been given to 
increase the supplies to 300 tons daily. The 
ninth Lancers have received orders to go to 
Quetta next week. 

Traders in St. Petersburg tell M. Barge, 
minister of finance, thatthe present state 0! 
uncertainty is worsé than war. Commercial 
cireles believe that wer is inevitable, and tea: 
it is better that it should come now than later. 

The Nove Vremya accuses Lord Dafferin of 
trying to proyoke war, thereby hampering the 
negotiations between Russia ana England. 

Reliable advices from St. Petersburg state 
that Russia considers the excuse of M. de

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BUYING AMERICAN SHIPS. 
The Eussian Govern ment Add t 
Fieet, ee ae 


Puicapeiputa, April 10.—It is rumored that 
Barker Bros., of this city, have received an 
order from St. Petersburg to price the steam - 
ships San Pedio and San Pablo, built some 
years ago in Philadelphia, for the Cantra 
Pacific reilread company. The San Padio 
was launched on September 8th, 1882. She 
has three decks, is 350 feet long, 42 feet broad 
end 30 feet deep. The San Pablo is a 
counterpart of the San Pedio The 
chief advantage whicn these two steamers 
bave is their vast coal carrying capacity. It 
is Claimed that they can store a sufficient sup- 
ply of coal to enable them to remain at sea a 
longer period than any other vessels afloat. 
Moreover, they have sufficient stability to 
carry modern guns on the upper deck, and 
although by no means fast steamers, their 
speed of fitteen knots per hour, combined 
with their ability to remain so long at sea 
without going into port for fuel, it is 
claimed, would, enable them*to overhaul and

Beth Governments Taking Steps Looking 
Toward an Era of Peace. 

Parts, April 10.—It is semi officially stated 
here that as soon as the decree shall have 
been issued by China ordering the execution 
of Tien Tsin treaty and the evacuation of 
Tenquin, the French military operations will 
be stopped, The blockade of Formosa and

New Yorr, April 10.--Tammany general 
committee, at its meeting to-night, adopted 
resolutions expressing sorrow and regret at 
the illness of General Grant, and the hope 
that he would soon be restored to his health 
and former vigor.

TWo CAROLINA MURDERERS 


DULY HANGED. 


Rieherd Frazier, the Murderer of Jack Gethers, 
Coufesses His Crime and Goes into Eternity— 
Columbus Crawford Confesses at the 
Last Moment-Tiis Particulars. 


- 


CHagtestox, 8.C., April 10.—[{ Special. ]— 
Richard Fraser, colored, was successfally 
hanged here to-dey in the yard of the county 
jail. He murdered another colored man named 
Jack Gethers, last*July. He confessed his 
crime and died without a murmur. 

THE STORY OF THE CRIME, 
James Simmons, Richard Fraser and Jack 


| Gethers, ali negroes, were employed as boat 
-bandsonthe sloop “Jane Hope,” Captain 
| Williems, running between this city and the 
} Sea Isiand plantations. 


In the afternoon 
of the 16th of July, 18534, the ves- 
ee] was. loaded with supplies. The 
ceptain intended to sail the next morning, and 
after instructing his hands to keep a sharp 
watch during his absence, went to his residence 
to spend the night. Simmons went ashore 
early in the evening and slept with, a friend, 
leaving Gethers and Fraser on board. The 
next morning when Captain Williams and 
Simmons went to the sloop they were aston- 
isbed to find that she had been moved from 


the wharf and anchored in the stream. They 
precured @ small boat and repaired to the 
vessel. No one was found on 
board. Nearly all the goods which had been 
stored in the hold were missing. An ax, 
covered with blood, was lying on deek. The 
shoes, hat, coat and pipe belonginig to Gethers 
were found lying onthe rail where he had 
evidently sleptthe night before. A further 
search revealed the bod of thedead man in 
the water, some fteen’ yards from 
the sloop. There were several wounds 
on his head and forehead, evidently 
made with anax, The skull was crushed in. 
The location and character of the wounds in- 
dicated that Gethers had been murdered while 
asleep, and the inference was exceedingly 
strong that he had been slain by Fraser, who 
was coon afterward arrested and charged with 
the crime. Ofcouree he denied the truth .of 
the accusation and agseverated his innocence. 
In Fraser’s house on Wadmalaw island were 
found several of the articles which had been 
stolen from the vesael. 
TRIED AND CONVICTED, 

The trial was short. The guilt of the ac- 
cused was indisputably proved. His convic- 
tion was swift. He was sentenced to be hanged 
last Friday, whieh, being Good Friday, the 
governor granted a respite until to-day. That 
he richly merited bis punishment none will 
question. He wasa brutish crimimal, and 
hanging was almost too good for him. 


COLUMBUS CRAWFORD’S END. 


a Murderer to His Last 
Account, 

YorKVILEE, 8. C., April 10.—[Special.]—To- 
day a very successtul hanging occurred here. 
The execution was conducted privately in the 
jailenclosure. The legal witnesses were pres- 
ent, but very few outsiders were allowed to 
witness the dreary performance. The execu- 
tioner performed his dismal role in a manner 
denoting nerve and skill. No accident hap- 
pened to lend additional horror to the dismal 
solemnity of the drama. The rope used was 
of the customory size and texture. It was 
spell, butstrong. I1t bad been stretched and 
tested by the sheriff. There was no danger of 
its breaking. The gallows was similar to the 
one used here when the last hanging occurred 
geome years ago. The beams, platform and 
other parts of the structure were made of solid 
wood. It was a substantial piece of work. 
The trigger, trap door and cross beam were 
arranged in the usual fashion. The fall was 
something over four feet. 

DETAILS OF THE HANGING. 

When Columbus Crawford ascended the 
gallows to-day he looked seared. 
As he _ took his _ position on the 
platform he looked like a cowed crim- 
inal. Although professing that he had made 
peace with his God, he did not look like one 
repared to accept tho issues of eternity. 
W hile telling some of his friends that he did 
not mind dying, it was apparent that he did 
not hanker after death. As he saw the dang- 
ling noose above his head he gave an involun- 
tery shudder. The hangman adjusted the 
noose about his neck and pinioned his hands

and feet. He did not wince while 
this was being done, Then 
the customary gallows ceremonies 


followed, singing, praying’ and the fareweil 
words. Thenthe dread moment arrived, and 
the culprit confessed his guilt. The 
prieoner’s doom was quickly to be sealed. All 
bad been done and said and all that remained 
to be performed was the springing of the fatal 
trigger. There was an awfuthush. What is 
that ominous ‘“‘cluck” thatis heard? And ere 
the breath is caught what startling noises fol- 
low? The hammer has touched the spring, 
the mechinery hes done its work and now 
the culprit is thrown forward and 
downward. The crash is only of a moment's 
duration. The figure of the murderer now 
sways beckward and forward. The breast 
swelis end the throat and lunges gasp for 
breath. The neck, encircled in the ever-tight- 
ing noose, ewells aud the mee tty cease. lit is 
evident that the gallowa has done its duty 
with precisicn and dispatch. Whether or not 
his neck is broken, he is certainly dead in less 
then twenty minutes. Aiter hénging for 
some time the physicians pronenne ife ex- 
tinct and the bedy is cut down. The curtain 
is rung down on the closing act of the tragedy. 
WHY WAS CRAWFORD HANGED? 

On the night of October 5th, 1554, 
he slew Ellison Sanders, an estimable young 
man of thiscounty. The tragedy took place 
in the country some distance from this place. 
Sanders and three friends werequietly walk- 


ing along a narrow road =s run- 
ning through a plantation in 
ihe rorthern part of the" county. 


The road wes so narrow that the men were 
compelled to walk single file, Sanders being 
inthe rear. The moon was oe bright as 
day, almost. When the party had reached 
a point near Sander’s house, they were startled 
by loud and clear report of agun near by. 
They turned to look and saw Sanders reel 
and fall’heavily tothe ground. Then a man 


with M gun in hand scam - 
ered off towards the woods. 
Puredit was given and the assassin 


dashed off with great speed. One of the per- 
eons ceme so near to the fleeing murderer that 
he waaeasily and certainly identified as Co- 
lumbus Crawford. Plunging into the woods, 
the criminal eluded his followers. A few days 
later he was captured and brought here and

ber of witnesses appeared against 


the scensed.. He was convicted easily. The 
judge eentenced him to be hanged to-day. It 
eppeared in the evidence adduced at the 
trial that ibe murderer and his victim had 
been on bad terms for some weeks; that San- 
ders hed joined in a prosecution against Craw- 
terd. Crawford hed been heard to swear 
that he would never allow San- 
ders to eppear egsinst him im court. 
One witness seid be had heard the defendant 
threaten to put Sanders out of the way before 
ecurt met. The crime wes clearly tastened on 
Crawiord. There was an overwhelming yolume 
of positive end circumstantial evidence against 
him.

The government has received a telegram 
from Fort Pitt, stating that the Creek Indians 
have murdered nine settlers at Frog lake, 
about forty miles north of Fort Pitt. The In- 
dians have marched on the fort, where there 
are twenty-five mounted police. I¢ is feared 
that the fort will not hold out. 

Later news from Battleford says that four- 
teen persons in all were killed by the Indians 
at Frog Lake. Three more names are given, 
H. Willis, Craft C. Gouin, and W. Gilchrist. 
Two victims reported to be lay brothers were 
arsistant priests and obtate fathers, both na- 
tives of the province of Quebec. 

Indian Agent Quinn was a half-breed Sioux, 
whose father was killed in the Minnesota 
massacre. Fort Pitt is garrisoned by only 
twenty-five police. It is thought here that 
these and all the settlers around have besn 
maesacred, Pitt is surrounded by the worst In- 
dians in the northwest, mostly under the lead- 
ership of the notorious Big Bear, ~* 

Battleford advices state that a party of forty 
Indians approached the fort, and as it was 
thought they were going to make an attack, 
fire was opened upon them, at Long Range, 
by the mounted police in the fort. Two In- 
dians were killed and the others hastily re- 
treated.

THE MICHIGAN ELECTION. 

Gartield bad a plurality of 53,000 in Michi- 
gan. This was in 1880, and it was the las 
clear sepublican vic'ory in the state. in 
1882 a large number of republicans bolted the 
party and dec'ared themselves greenbackers. 
The greenbsckers and the democrats taen 
adepted a common state ticket and carried 
ihe sta’e, It ‘ook the hardest kind of work 
to give Blaine 3,308 plurality last fall. The 
republican candidate for president received 
ebout 17,000 votes less than a majority of the 
whole vote. And in the election of last 
Tuesday for regents of the university and for 
a judge of the supreme court, the greenback- 
ersand democrats, supporting one ticket, 
swept the s‘ate by a majority that will ex- 
ceed 25,000, and msy go to 40,000 when the 
returns sre allin, The republican nominee 
for supreme jadge was Mr. Justice Cooley, a 
jurist of more than national fame and a man 
of grea! personal populafity: He was, how- 
ever, beavily beatep, and the republicans 
were thoroughly overwhelmed. The battle 
wes a feir one in every respect. On one side 
the prohibitionists and republicans had 
fused, and on the other the greenbackers and 
democrats yere combined, The republicans 
attem pi to. rcb the victory of all weight by 
declaring that the vote was very light, out 
those who were cn the ground consider the 
republicans badiy defeated, and in some sec- 
tions cf the state completely disorganized, 
The ir dependents voted to a man for the fu- 
sion ticket, and the whole drift of political 
events in the state shows that it can no long: 
er be counted a sure republican state, We 
co not propose to at once put itin the col- 
tmn of democratic states, but it should be 
teken out of the republican column and 
placed among the states thal are probably 
cemocratc. 

One thing is certainly established by the 
election, namely, there is no discontent 
amorg the peop’e over the course of the new 
s€ministrat.on. It stands approved by all 
the opponenis of republicanism in Michigan 
—by the mugwuinps es weil as by the old 
hnersandtbhe gieenbackers. The adminis- 
tiation must certainly fee! encouraged by 
the result togocn with the great work of 
re organization. ‘The pecple can be trusted 
to sustain am administration that has an eye 
singie to honesty and economy in the public 
service.

The Mormons at their general conference 
heid at Logan on the 5th instant, listened to 
a ‘‘peneral epistle tothe church,’ from Pres- 
idents Tay)or and Cannon, of the first presi- 
dency.

From this itis clear that the “saints” pro- 
pose to defend polygamy. They make no 
threats, but propose to unite in a protest to 
President Cleveland in regard to the ‘“‘tyran- 
nicai’’ conduct of those who enforce the 
Jaws of the United States. These Mormoa 
corruptionists do not seem to even under- 
stand the question at issue. That question 
is simp!y whether the people of the United 
States, recognizing polygamy as a crime, 
shall allow a classof citizens to escape pun- 
ishment by means of the: pretence that a 
crime against society can be shielded under 
the elosk of a so-called religion.

The Oldest Bank Note.

Tbe oldest bank note probably in existence in 
Ewiope is one preserved in the Asiatic museum at 
St. Petersburg. It dates from the year 1399 B. C., 
and was issued by the Chinese government. It 
can be proved from Chinese chroniclers that as 
early as 2697 B. C, bank notes were current in 
China pucer the name of “fiyirg money.” The 
bank note preserved at St Petersburg bears the 
name of the imperial bank, date and number of 
issue, tigpature of a mandarin and contains even 
a list of punishments inflicted for forgery of notes. 
This relic of 4,000 years ago is probably written, 
for printing from wooden tablesis said to have 
been introduced in China only in the year 160

AN UNWISE PIPER. 


A Wife Pleads for Her Musband, who 
Deserted the Engiish army, 


New Yorx, April 10.—Robert Ireland was a 
piper in @ Scotch regiment at Ayre, but de- 
rertcd before he became of age, and journeyed 
to Americs. Five years ago he became a 
naturalized citizen, and was appointed a letter- 
carrier in the New-York postoffice. He 
was discharged in July last for failing 
to make a Sunday delivery. About a 
fortnight ago Ireland received a letter from a 
man wko signed himself John Shields, of 
Toronto, etating that he had heard of Ireland’s 
skill as a piper and offering him ‘an engage- 
ment at $9 a night, provided he would go to 
Buffalo. Ireland did so, and met a man who 
told him that the date of the entertainments 
bad been postponed a few days and that they 
might improve the interval by a pleasure trip 
ts $Niagara falls. The stranger 
offered to pay all expenses, and Ireland 
went. On reaching the Canada side they went 
into a restaurant, when two men rushed in 
and arrested him asa deserter from the Brit- 
isharmy. Ireland was then, despite his pro- 
tests that be was an American citizen, shipped 
to England. His wife, Mary, was left desti- 
tute with four children at No. 582 East One 
Hundred and Forty-lifth street. She borrow- 
ed some money and wont to Washington and 
saw Colonel John Hay, who seat her state- 
ment to the British foreign office. 

Mrs. Ireland yesterday called tupon the 
British consul to plead her husband's 
case before him. Mr. Hoare re- 
marked that her husband = didn’ 
feem to be acquainted with the geography 
of the country, ‘No,” she replied, “or he 
wouldn’t have fallen into the trap.” Mr. 
Hoare said that if it was 
true Mr. Ireland enlisted and deserted before 
he was of age he would probably be released. 
Mrs. Ireland said she could prove it to be so. 
Mr. Hoare told here that she should have seen 
the Britigh minister at Washington about the 
matter, Mrs. Ireland had with her a letter 
from her friend, Miss M. E. Mann, who is in 
the employ of D. Appleton & Co,, in Wash- 
ington, steting that the state department 
had taken hold of the caso in 
earnest, and that th.« would “insure the piper 
good treatment and plenty to eat;’” that Mr. 
Hay had stated to the writer that if Mr. Ire- 
land had ecmmitted no other offense and it 
could be proved that he was under twenty- 
one when he enlisted and deserted, he had no 
doubt of his prompt return by the British 
government, A eettlement of the case might 
be expected by May 1.

Letter in New York Home Journal: 

“As we approach Canton one of the strang- 
est sights of this strange Jand is the vast wil- 
derness of boats which serve as the only homes 
of a floating population of more than 100,000 
humen beings. As our steamer made its way 
slowly through the city of boats to her wharf, 
it seemed as if half of Canton was 
afloat on the water. All around 
us were acres on acres—yes, 


square 
miles—of junks, moored in biocks and squares 
with long streets or canals between them ; while 
darting hither and thither, were hundreds on 
hundreds of others carrying passengers or 
freight, These boats are of various sizes and 
shapes, and are partly covered with bamboo 
matting, the one or two apartments farnishing 
for parlor, kitchen, dining room, 
bed room, wood shed, barn and idol shrine 
There, multitudes on multitudes of 
men and women, parents end children, grand- 
parents and babies, finda home—sach boat 
often sheltering more souls than Noah had in 

isark. There, thousands are born, grow up, 
grow old, and die—seldom being on laad ua- 
til carried there for burial. Many of these 
boats are manned by women and girls, wohse 
large, unbound feet prove that they are not 
“Chinese ladies ;” and yet they have learned 
to “paddle their own canoe.” Ba- 
bies aye fastened to the deck 
by strings and other chil- 
dren wear the life-preservers or gourds or 
bumboo to keep them trom sinking if, they fall 
overboard, though thp parents don’t seem to 
grieve much if one does get drowned. There 
are larger and more gaily decoratéd junks 
called ‘‘flower-boats,” used as floating pleasure 
houses ot no good reputation. A few years 
egoatyphoon swamped thousands of these 
small craft, and hundreds of the inmates were 
drowned. =

A. Huntington. a Polk County Citizen, Once a Man 
of Weelth and Stilla Man of Sccial Position, 
Sent to Jail fer Contempt of Court— 

An Intresting Cese, Kic., Bie. 


Yesterday, Judge Pardee, of the United 
Ftates circuit court, paralyzed at least one cit- 
zen. He sent to Polk county jail for three 
months,a man who, at one time,was one of 
the richest men in Polk county. 

Eeveral years ego the firm of Huntington & 
Wright did business at Cedartown. They 
controlled @ vast amount of property and were 
reported to be very wealthy. In 1883, 
they made a crash and assigned, 
their failure amounting to over a hundred 
thousand dollars. The failure créated a big 
fensation in commercial #, expecially 
about Cedertown. William E. Woods was 
appointed sesignee and later was made re- 
ceiver. Among the assets were a number of 
farms dDecupied by tenants. Woods has been 
menegipg the property and it appears that he 
bes met witha great deal of interferonce on 
the part of Huntington, especially in the 
matter of the farms. In 
July lest Judge McCay passed 
an crder thet Huntington cease his interfer- 
erce. Since the passage of that order Hunt- 
ington has been keeping up his interference 
ibrough his wife. On one occasion a tenant 
wes directed by the receiver to move. Mes. 
Huntington was on hand before sun up, and 
és jast as the tenent’s furniture was put out of 
the house she put hers in. When she was thus 
in poseession she refused to give up 
and held the fort in defiance of 
the receiver. Some days ago the counsel 
for the Patapsco guano company, which 
ceused the assignment, had issued a rule nisi 
requiring Huntington and wife, Sheriff 
Clements, of Polk county, and six of the ten- 
anistoshow cause why they should not be 
committed for contempt of court. The matter 
came up in the circuit court before Judge Par- 
dee day before yesterday.

The board of water commissioners met to-day at 
4 p. m., with a full board in attendance, including 
his honor, the mayor, and the following resolu- 
tions were adopted: 


Resolved 1. That from and after the first day of 
July next, all water drawn from the city mains 
except for fires, sewers and sprinklicg carts, shall 
pass through a meter, to be furnished by the con- 
sumer, andthe superintendent is instructed te 
give public notice of the passage of this resolution 
by publishing the same for thirty days in the Con- 
stitution and Journal, and by sending a postal to 
the office or resideuce of each rated consumer, and 
furtber to notify all owners of private fire fixtures 
that meters must be attached to the same. 

Resolved 2. Phat from and after the first day of 
July next, every consumer shall be required to 
pay at least eighty-five cents per month for the use 
of the water, for which they shall be allowed to 
use five thousand gallons. and every consumer 
who shall use more than five thousand gallons 
per month, shall be required to pay for the excess 
at the rate of seventeen cents per thousand - 
lons until otherwise ordered. This resolution 
does not apply to city fire hydrants, flushing sew- 
ers, sprinkling carts, nor public schools.
